Presidential Advisors Urge Doubling Road Program, 


But Sen. Byrd Believes Proposals Are Unsound 


Presidential advisors say the nation must more 
than double spending for highway construction in the 
next 10 years to keep from strangling in traffic, but 
an influential critic calls the $101 billion program 
unsound 

Ihe plan would boost spending $54 billion above 
the proyected 10-year total of $47 billion. State and 
local agencies would chipin $70 billion, or 8O percent 
more than the $39 billion they would spend under 
existing programs The federal share would mort 
than treble, rising from less than $9 billion to more 
than $31 billion. Uncle Sam would pay for 30 percent 
of the highway program, instead of 19 percent 


Most Congressmen have been awaiting President 
lisenhower’s forthcoming message on highways be 
fore Choosing sides, but Sen. Harry Flood Byrd (ID) 
Va.) pounced on the advisory Committee’s Jan. 11 
report within four days Byrd, Chairman of the 
Senate Finance Committee, said the program would 
‘violate financing principles, defy budgetary control 
ind evade federal debt law.”’

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Highways and Highway Transportation 
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here have been frequent suggestions that reve- 
nue from gasoline and oil taxes be reserved for high- 
way expenditures, but the Committee rejected such 
formal earmarking. ‘The proposed corporation would 
pay off its bonds from regular Congressional appro- 
priations, The committee noted the close relation- 
ship between costs and tax revenue merely as evi- 
dence that the project could be self-liquidating. 


NEED FOR HIGHWAY PROGRAM 


Highway expansion would more than pay for itself 
indirectly, the committee contended, Proposed im- 
provements, it said, would cut transportation costs 
about 1 centa mile. And modern transportation would 
help the economy grow. Aside from dollars and 
cents, the committee said, modern highways would 
reduce the accident toll and help place the nation on 
a sound defense footing. Others have emphasized the 
anti-depression value of a big road program as a 
pump-primer, 


Although the highway program would be the 
biggest single construction project on record, the 
committee said expenditures would not be out of line 
with the expanding economy. Highway spending would 
total 2.3 percent of the gross national product during 
the 10-year program, Compared with 0.9 percent in 
1953 and a high point of 1.8 percent in 1931.

One gap in the report: The committee made no 
specific suggestions on how states could pay their 
increased share, except that federal assumption of 
the interstate-highway burden would release state 
funds. Limited use of toll roads was approved. The 
committee said it was ‘‘confident’’ the states would 
‘step up to this challenge.”’ 


FINANCING PLANS 


The Clay committee suggested the following plan 
for financing the federal government's $25 billion 
share of the $27 billion program for modernizing the 
interstate highway system. 


Construction expenditures would start at $1 
billion in 1956, rise to $2.9 billion annually in 1960- 
63, and dip to $2.5 billion in 1965, 


Bond issues, totaling $20,235,000,000, would 
start at $500 million in 1956, rise to $2.5 billion in 
1963, and dip to $2,135,000,000 by 1965. 


In each of the 10 years 1956-65, the difference 
between construction expenditures and bond proceeds 
would be made up by appropriations from general 
revenues. These appropriations, totaling $4,765,- 
000,000, would start at $500 million, rise to $600 
million in 1958, and dip to $365 million by 1965. 


Interest, totaling $11,548,000,000, would be paid 
annually 1957-87. Principal would be paid off in 10 
installments during 1967-87. The biggest payment of 
interest plus principal would be made in 1979, when 
the total would be $2,824,000,000, 


STATE FIGURES 


States will get $875 million in federal money to 
spend on roads in fiscal 1956 -- and probably a lot 
more if Congress enacts the proposed multi-billion- 
dollar highway program. New York will be allotted 
the biggest cut, $56,075,099, and Vermont the small- 
est, $3,923,036, among the 48 states. (SeeCQ Weckly 
Report, p. 91.) To get this federal aid, states must 
spend specified amounts of their own funds, 


Little extra mileage would be added under the 
proposed $101 billion program. Most of the money 
would be spent on replacing and improving highways 
considered inadequate to carry today’s traffic. The 
U.S. had 3,366,190 miles of roads -- including 
federal-aid highways -- in 1953, Texas, with 244,937 
miles, had the biggest share, while Rhode Island had 
the smallest, 4,069 miles, 


Nationally, there are 234,407 miles of federal - 
aid primary roads and 482,972 miles of federal -aid 
secondary roads. About 37,600 miles of the primary 
system consists of the key interstate network.

Federal participation--In the interstate system fed- 
eral participation is limited to 60 percent of cost of con- 
struction, In public land states this can be increased 
by four-tenths of the percentage of area of state that 
is public land. All other participation is limited to 50 
percent of cost of Construction. In public land states, 
this can be increased by one-half of the percentage of 
area of state that is public land, 


Apportionment of Funds to States--For the Primary 
System, allotments are made in proportion to area, pop- 
ulation, and mileage of post roads, each being given 
equal weight For the Interstate System, one-half of 
funds are apportioned 4s in Primary System and one-half 
on basis of total population. For the Secondary System, 
apportionments are made as in the Primary System, with 
rural population replacing total population, For Urban 
Projects, allotments are in proportion to population in 
municipalities of 5,000 or more. 


Highway Aid History 


Federal aid in developing highways dates back to 
the start of the 19th century 


1806--Federal government undertook improvement 
of route from Cumberland, Md., to Wheeling, W.Va 
Known as National Pike, it was first major roadbuilding 
venture of the federal government. 

1893--Congress created the Office of Road Inquiry 
to study methods of road making, publish material on the 
subject, and build short “‘object-lesson’’ roads through- 
out the country. 

1916--Congress initiated policy of providing federal 
money to states for road Construction, Under the plan 
states were to make surveys and plans and supervise 
construction of roads after approval by the Bureau of 
Public Roads, The law also required states to have state 
highway departments if they wanted to participate 

1921 --Congress provided that states must select a 
system of principal interstate and intercounty highways 
and thereafter federal-aid money could only be used on 
that system, States were also required to match federal 
aid with 5O percent of the construction cost of any ap 
proved project, 


1932--Federal government was authorized to loan 
money to the states for use in matching federal-aid 
highway funds. 

1934--Congress granted permission for use of 1.5 
percent of regular federal-aid funds for surveys, plans, 
and engineering investigations. 

1940-41--Federal government was permitted to 
finance entire engineering cost and 75 percent of construc - 
tion cost of national defense projects. 

1944--First allotments of federal-aid granted to 
urban areas of 5,000 or more population. Provision was 
made for National System of Interstate Highways, not 
to exceed 40,000 miles. Federal aid became available 
to procure rights-of-way. 

1952--For the first time, a specific allocation was 
made for interstate system. 

1955--In January the President’s Advisory Commit- 
tee on a National Highway Program submitted its report 
recommending a 10-year national highway program cost- 
ing $101 billion.

HIGHWAY LOBBIES 


Lobby controversy is growing over ways and means 
of improving America’s highways, as Congress prepare 
to consider President Eisenhower's ‘‘grand plan”’ for road 
construction during the next 10 years, 


Interests ranging from the auto industry to makers of 
road signs are ready to follow up the President’s forth- 
coming special message with support for a big improve- 
ment program, but they differ sharply over specific points. 
(For group stands, see CQ) Weekly Report, p. 94.) 


The President's Advisory Committee On a National 
Highway Program has already called for a 10-year, $101 
billion plan under which the proportion of federal aid would 
be increased, A large part of the federal share would 
come from bonds issued by a new Federal Highway Cor 
poration to be authorized by Congre Among other 
features, states would receive credit for toll roads built 
to acceptable standards.

Large auto companies, increasingly Concerned over 
the need for better roads to accommodate their growing 
output of cars, have effected a switch inpolicy within the 
powerful Automobile Manufacturers Association, Pre- 
viously opposed to any boost in federal aid, the Manu- 
facturers Association now plans to support the President's

Construction interests in the Chamber of Commerce 
of the U.S., seeking a similar about-face, have succeeded 
in obtaining a ‘‘new look’’ by Chamber officials at their 
long-standing Opposition to increased federal participa- 
tion At the same time, some contractors are trying to 
drum up public support in states and Communities for a 
broad highway-building program. They are supported by 
construction and materials interests, truckers, road 
builders, state highway officials, and municipal groups 


But barriers are being erected by several large 
groups which oppose the program's size and scope, ‘The 


farm bloc is split, with its kingpin, the American Farm 
Bureau Federation, arguing for a scaling-down of spend- 
ing, while other members favor the amount of federal aid 
proposed, Oil groups, including American Petroleum In- 
stitute, oppose the recommended boost in federal spending 
and favor more state action 


A sore point is the program's financing proposals 
Its proposed reimbursement of states for building toll 
roads has been sharply attacked by the American Auto- 
mobile Association as a‘‘ reimbursement bonanza” which 
would ‘“‘practically force’’ states to go into the toll road 
business. AAA and its allies oppose toll super-highways 
as ‘‘restricting’’ the travel of many citizens 


Arthur M, Hill, president of the National Association 
of Motor Bus Operators, said ina public statement Jan, 
“If the states are reimbursed for their (toll road) costs, 
the tolls ought to be taken off Otherwise states that 
continue to Charge tolls on roads inthe interstate system 
are getting paid twice and can divert someor all of their 
part of the proposed $25 billion to other roads.

BUSINESS --The Chamber of Commerce of the U.S, 
Jan. 24 declared its support of proposed legislation to 
extend the reciprocal trade agreements program three 
years beyond the June 12, 1955 expiration.

Richard Gettell, speaking for the 
Chamber, said ‘‘a continued attack against unnecessary 
trade barriers is in our own national interest, as well as 
in the interest of other countries."’

Warning that ‘‘welfare plans, unless 
kept within practical limits, can become a Frankenstein 
that may destroy us,’’ the latest issue of Tax Review said: 
“If there is to be any expansion, operations should be kept 
at the traditional state and local levels, with the federal 
role restricied to one of providing financial assistance,’’ 


HIGHWAYS -- The American Automobile Association 
told President Kisenhower Jan, 24 the 10-year develop- 
ment program proposed by his highway advisory commit- 
tee ‘‘has a pork-barrel and politicai potential of serious 
dimensions.’’ In a letter tothe President, AAA president 
Andrew J, Sordoni said the organization favors a large- 
scale highway program but is vigorously opposed to some 
aspects of the advisory committee report.

FARM -- The board of directors of the American Farm

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RUBBER PLANTS DISPOSAL 


The Rubber Producing Facilities Disposal Commis- 
sion Jan, 24 recommended to President Eisenhower and 
Congress that the 24 government-owned synthetic rubber 
plants be sold to private industry for some $311 million.

MILITARY PROGRAM 


The Defense Department sent Congress Jan, 21) three 
proposed bills that would extend both the general and the 
doctors’ and dentists’ draft, and set up a ‘‘national re- 
serve plan’’ as proposed by President Eisenhower Jan, 
13. (See CO Weekly Report, p. 45.) 

Chairman Carl Vinson (D Ga.) of the House Armed 
Services Committee Jan, 24 introduced the bill (HR 2886) 
to extend the medical draft and Jan. 25 a bill (HR 3005) 
to provide a four-year extension of the draft and the 
Dependents Assistance Act. Rep, Overton Brooks (D La.), 
Chairman of the Subcommittee on the Reserves, Jan, 25 
introduced the bill proposing the Administration’s new 
reserve program (HR 2967), 

As outlined by the Defense Department, the new re- 
serve program Called for: 

Authority to set up a Ready Reserve of 2,950,000 
men, liable for immediate service in an emergency. 

Authority for a Stand-by Reserve of 2 million men 
who could be called up only if war came or in an emerg- 
ency declared by Congress. 

A new program in which 100,000 young men under 
19 would receive active training for six months and then 
serve nine and one-half years in the Army or Marine 
Corps Reserves, 


POSTAL. RATES, WAGES 


Postmaster General Arthur Summerfield Jan. 24 
detailed to Congress the Administration's proposed postal 
wage and rate increases. (See C() Weekly Report, p. 49.) 

Summerfield asked for a $129 million annual salary 
increase for 500,000 postal workers, He also requested 
an increase from 3 to 4 Cents in the cost of sending the 
first ounce of first-class mail as well as a boost in do- 
mestic air mail and second- and third-class mail rates, 
In all, the rate increases would yield more than $332 
million a year, 

The pay proposal would give all workers a5 percent 
raise, withsome getting an additional 1.5 percent boost 
under a job reclassification formula,

Disallow automatically alien property law claims 
based on obligations of a foreign government and on 
foreign currency obligation, thus wiping out more than 
32,000 claims totaling millions of dollars (Jan. 24), 

Ban use of interstate communications by horse and 
dog racing bookmakers to get gambling information, thus 
giving Communications companies a legal basis for re-

fhe most important objective of our nation's foreign 
policy is to safeguard the security of the United States 


by establishing and preserving a just and honorable peace, 


In the Western Pacific, a situation is developing in the 
Formosa Straits that seriously imperils the peace and 
our securily, 

Since the end of Japanese hostilities in 1945, Formosa 


and the Pescadores have been in the triendly hands of our 


loyal ally, the Republic of China, We have recognized that 
it was important that these islands should remain in 
friendly hands In unfriendly hand Formosa and the 


Pescadores would seriously dislocate the existing, evenif 


unstable, balance of moral, economic and military force: 


upon which the peace of the Pacific depends It would 
create a breach in the island chain of the Western 
Pacific that constitut for the United States and other 


free nations, the geographical backbone of their security 


structure in that ocean, In addition, this breach would 
interrupt north-south Communications between other 
important elements of that barrier, and damaye the 


economic life of countries friendly to us 


COMMON INTEREST 


The United States and the friendly government of the 
Republic of China, and indeed all the free nations, have a 
common interest that formosa andthe Pescadores should 


not fall into the control of aggressive Communist forces, 


Influenced by such considerations,our government 


was prompt, when the Communists Committed armed 
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aggression in Korea in June 1950, to direct our Seventh 
Fleet to defend Formosa from possible invasion from the 
Communist mainland, 

These considerations are still valid. The Seventh 
Fleet continues under Presidential directive to carry out 
that defensive mission, We also provide military and 
economic support to the Chinese Nationalist government 
and we Cooperate in every proper and feasible way with 
that government in order to promote its security and 
stability. All of these military and related activities 
will be continued, 

In addition, there was signed last December a Mutual 
Defense ‘Treaty between this government and the Republic 
of China covering Formosa and the neighboring Pesca- 
dores, It is a treaty of purely defensive character, That 
treaty is now before the Senate of the United States, 


RED CHINA’S ACTIONS 


Meanwhile Communist China has pursued a series of 
provocative political and military actions, establishing a 
pattern of aggressive purpose. That purpose, they pro- 
claim, is the conquest of Formosa, 

In September, 1954, the Chinese Communists opened 
up heavy artillery fire upon Quemoy island, one of the 
natural approaches to Formosa, which had for several 
years been under the uncontested control of the Republic 
of China, ‘Then came air attacks of mounting intensity 
against other free China islands, notably those in the 
vicinity of the Tachen group to the north of Formosa, 
One small island (Ichiang) was seized last week by air 
and amphibious operations after a gallant few fought 
bravely for days against overwhelming odds. There have 
been recent heavy air attacks and artillery fire against 
the main Tachen Islands themselves, 

The Chinese Communists themselves assert that 
these attacks are a prelude to the conquest of Formosa, 
lor example, after the fall of chiang, the Peiping radio 
said that it showed a ‘‘determined will to fight for the 
liberation of Taiwan (Formosa), Our people will use all 
their strength to fulfill that task.”’ 

Clearly, this existing and developing situation poses 
4 serious danger to the security of our country and of the 
entire Pacific area and indeed to the peace of the world, 
We believe that the situation is one for appropriate action 
of the United Nations under its charter, for the purpose 
of ending the present hostilities in that area, We would 
welcome assumption of such jurisdiction by that body, 


RESOLUTION REQUESTED 


Meanwhile, the situation has become sufficiently 
critical to impel me, without awaiting action by the United 
Nations, to ask the Congress to participate now, by 
specific resolution, in measures designed to improve the 
prospects for peace. These measures would contemplate 
the use of the armed forces of the United States if neces - 
sary to assure the security of Formosa and the Pesca- 
dores. 

The actions that the United States must be ready to 
undertake are of various kinds, For example, we must be 
ready to assist the Republic of China to redeploy and con- 
solidate its forces if it should so desire. Some of these 
forces are scattered throughout the smaller offshore 
islands as a result of historical rather than military 
reasons directly related to defending Formosa, Because

cf the air situation in the area, withdrawals for the pur- 
pose of redeployment of Chinese Nationalist forces would 
be impractical without assistance of the armed forces of 
the United States. 

Moreover, we must be alert to any concentration or 
employment of Chinese Communist forces obviously 
undertaken to facilitate attack upon Formosa, and be pre- 
pared to take appropriate military action, 

| do not suggest that the United States enlarge its 
defensive obligations beyond Formosa and the Pesca- 
dores as provided by the treaty now awaiting ratification. 
But unhappily, the danger of armed attack directed 
against that area compels us to take into account Closely 
related localities and actions which, under current 
conditions, might determine the failure or the success of 
such an attack.

SEEKS CONGRESSIONAL OKAY 


Authority for some of the actions which might be re- 
quired would be inherent in the authority of the Com- 
mander-in-Chief, Until Congress can act | would not 
hesitate, so far as my constitutional powers extend, to 
take whatever emergency action might be forced upon us 
in order to protect the rights and security of the United 
States. 

However, a suitable Congressional resolution would 
clearly and publicly establish the authority of the Presi- 
dent as Commander-in-Chief to employ the armed force 
of this nation promptly and effectively for the purposes 
indicated if in his judgment it became necessary. It would 
make clear the unified and serious intentions of our gov- 
ernment, our Congress and our people, Thus it will re- 
duce the possibility that the Chinese Communists, mis- 
judging our firm purpose and national unity, might be 
disposed to challenge the position of the United States, 
and precipitate a major crisis which even they would 
neither anticipate nor desire, 

In the interest of peace, therefore, the United States 
must remove any doubt regarding our readiness to fight, 
if necessary, to preserve the vital stake of the free world 
in a free Formosa, and to engage in whatever operations 
may be required to carry out that purpose, 

fo make this plain requires not only Presidential 
action but also Congressional action, In a situation such 
as now confronts us, ana under modern conditions of war- 
fare, it would not be prudent to await the emergency be- 
fore coming to the Congress, Then it might be too late, 
Already the warning signals are flying.

The dissenters were Reps. Graham A, Barden (D 
N.C.), Timothy P, Sheehan (R Ill.), and Eugene D, Siler 
(R Ky.). 

DEBATE -- Majority Leader John W, McCormack 
(D Mass.) asked for an ‘‘overwhelming”’ vote for the reso- 
lution as a display of national ‘‘unity."’ He said the 
‘calculated risks” entailed in passage would be less than 
those that would stem from inaction, 

Minority leader Joseph W, Martin, Jr. (R Mass.) 
said the resolution would preclude ‘‘miscalculation”’ of 
United States ‘‘determination’’ by the Communists,

was engaging in ‘‘mental gymnastics’’ in recommending 
reduction of armed forces while requesting a resolution 
that could mean ‘‘all-out war."

In reply to questions by Yates, Chairman James P. 
Richards (D S.C.) of the Foreign Affairs Committee said 
the resolution was not a ‘‘declaration of war,"’ adding 
that he believed the President would have to request such 
a declaration specifically. He also said the resolution 
would authorize attacks on the China mainland, but not 
its invasion 

Barden said following the debate that he had voted 
against the resolution because not enough information 
had been presented to convince him a ‘future declaration 
of war’’ was warranted. Siler said he had criticized 
Truman for entering the Korean war, and ‘‘this is the 
same thing.’’ Clare E, Hoffman (R Mich.) said he ab- 
stained because ‘‘! think it is a declaration of war and 
I don’t think the cost in lives will justify it.’’

DEBATE -- Jan, 26 -- Ralph E, Flanders (R Vt.) said

Margaret Chase Smith (R Maine) said ‘‘the risk in 
the action is tremendous. But...we have no other choice 
than to give the President...the power he requests.’’ She 
said passage would eliminate any possibility of President 
Eisenhower being criticized as was ex-President Truman 
for his action in Korea, (See CQ Weekly Report, p. 101.) 

Hubert H, Humphrey (D Minn,) offered an amendment 
to restrict the use of armed force specifically to the de- 
fense of Formosa and the Pescadores. He referred to the 
off-shore islands as an internal matter between the two 
Chinese governments. He said he regretted ‘‘that the 
resolution is not one which we are permitted to design; it 
is One which we are permitted to accept or reject; and to 
reject it would be to undermine the President's authority 
completely and totally.’’ 

Wayne Morse (I Ore.) said Congress, by passing the 
resolution, would give the President ‘‘a predated authori- 
zation’’ to wage war, and would subsequently be unable 
to exert a check of this Presidential authority. 

William F, Knowland (R Calif.) said ‘‘there is not a 
scintilla of evidence...which could lead any reasonable 
person to believe that the purpose of the resolution is to 
engage in a preventive war...’’ 

Estes Kefauver (D Tenn.) said ‘‘war may come out of 
the present situation... The Senate should...get the resolu- 
tion in such shape that it will result in the least possible 
chance of war, and still maintain our honor.’’ 

Jan, 27 -- Walter F, George (D Ga.) said President 
Eisenhower’s Jan. 27 statement that he alone would be re- 
sponsible for a decision to use armed forces means that 
no military officer or Chinese Nationalist officer has the 
authority to start an action.

Herbert H, Lehman (D N.Y.) said ‘‘the President is 
actually asking for unlimited reserve powers the use of 
which we cannot foresee but which could leadto an act of 
war...”’ 

Suggesting the limitation of authority to the main 
islands, l.ehman said the U.S, isthe protector of Formosa 
since it handed the island to the Nationalist Chinese upon 
Japan’s renunciation of its Claim. 

George W, Malone (R Nev.) wanted to add a section 
condemning Russia and withdrawing diplomatic recog- 
nition, He called for the extension of the Monroe Doc- 
trine to prevent Communist expansion, 

Morse referred to the joint resolution ‘‘as an au- 
thorization for the exercise Of power to start a pre- 
ventive war, 

‘The resolution opens wide the door for taking action 
over and beyond the immediate defense of Formosa and 
the Pescadores and the President admits as such,”’ 
Morse said. ‘‘! do not believe Congress should in any 
way delegate its power to declare war,’’ Morse asserted 

Morse called either for striking from the resolution 
‘the broad, sweeping language’’ which would give au- 
thority to defend the off-shore islands, or adopting a sub- 
stitute placing the problem before the United Natioris. 

Jan, 28 -- Strom Thurmond (DS.C,) termed the reso- 
lution ‘‘not an act of aggression (but) rather a step toward 
the preservation of peace.’’ He said war ‘‘would not be 
the result of any aggressive act on the part of the United 
States. But war might come as the result of any display 
of weakness, of disunity or of hesitation. | shall.cast my 
vote on the side of firmness, for unity and for decision."’ 


TEXT OF FORMOSA POLICY RESOLUTION 


‘‘Whereas the President of the United States on Jan, 
6, 1955, submitted to the Senate for its advice and con- 
sent to ratification a mutual defense treaty between the 
United States of America and the Republic of China, 
which recognizes that an armed attack in the west 
Pacific area directed against territories therein de- 
scribed in the region of Formosa and the Pescadores, 
would be dangerous to the peace and safety of the parties 
to the treaty: Therefore be it 

‘‘Resolved, (etc.,) That the President of the United 
States be and he hereby is authorized to employ the 
armed forces of the United States as hedeems necessary 
for the specific purpose of securing and protecting 
Formosa and the Pescadores against armed attack, this 
authority to include the securing and protection of such 
related positions and territories of that area now in 
friendly hands and the taking of such other measures as 
he judges to be required or appropriate in assuring the 
defense of Formosa and the Pescadores 

‘*This resolution shall expire when the President 
shall determine that the peace and security of the area 
is reasonably assured by international conditions, Created 
by action of the United Nations or otherwise, and shall so 
report to Congress,’

REORGANIZATION POWERS 


ACTION -- The House Jan, 26 passed by voice vote 
and sent to the Senate a bill (HR 2576) to extend the 
President's power to reorganize federal agencies to April 
1, 1958. 

BACKGROUND -- The bill permits the President to 
send to Congress reorganization plans which become law 
unless a constitutional majority of either the House or 
Senate objects, 

DEBATE -- Opponents of the bill argued that it would 
violate the Constitution by permitting the President to 
leyislate with Congress exercising veto power only. Rep. 
George Meader (R Mich.) advocated a ‘‘return to the 
Gaicebivs procedure for whatever reorganizing may be 
necessary,.."’ 

Proponents of the bill contended reorganization pro- 
cedure left final power with Congress and had proved the 
best way of revamping federal agencies. 
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AMENDMENTS REJECTED -- 

Meader -- Limit the extension to one year. 

Edgar A, Jonas (R Ill.) -- Limit the extension to two 
years, 

Meader -- Permit a veto of a proposed reorganization 
plan by a mere majority vote. 

RELATED DEVELOPMENTS -- The Senate Govern- 
ment Operations Committee Jan, 26 favorably reported 
(S Rept 15, 16) a bill (S539) to extend until June 30 
the time limit for the Hoover Commission on Intergovern- 
mental Relations to file a final report on government 
reorganization, 

The group also reported favorably a bill (S613) which 
extended the President's reorganization authority to April 
1, 1957, but was otherwise similar to HR 257 

The Committee announced referral to its Subcom- 
mittee on Reorganization a resolution (SJ Res 21) which 
would create a special bipartisan Commission to examine 
the government's security program and recommend pos- 
sible improvement. 


VETERANS’ EDUCATION 


ACTION -- The House Jan, 27, by a 366-0 roli-call 
vote passed a bill (HR 587) to permit members of the 
armed forces serving as of Jan. 31 tocontinue to build up 
credits for education benefits under the Veterans’ Read- 
justment Assistance Act of 1952 (the Korean GI Bill). 
The bill then went to the Senate. 

BACKGROUND -- The House Veterans’ Affairs Com- 
mittee Jan, 25 unanimously reported (H Rept 8) HR 587. 
It was amended to extend until 1965 (rather than 1967) the 
date on which GI schooling must be completed. 

An executive order issued by President Eisenhower 
Jan. | set Jan, 31 as the final date on which servicemen 
would be eligible for certain wartime benefits, It had the 
effect of cutting off the serviceman’s right toaccumulate 
education and training time, which built up at the rate of 
one and one-half days for each day of service (up to three 
years) after June 26, 1950. (See CQ Almanac, Vol, VIII, 
1952, pp. 205-207.) 

A statement issued by White House Press Secretary 
James C, Hagerty Jan. 13 said the President favored 
passage of legislation similar to HR 587. 

The Committee Jan. 24-25 heard favorable testimony 
on HR 587 from 15 Congressmen, officers of the Veterans 
of Foreign Wars, AMVETS, and American |.egion, and

After enumerating planned increased Air 
Force and slightly decreased Navy and Marine Strength 
by mid-1956, Wilson said present plans were to stabilize 
the military forces by that date at about 2,850,000, 

Wilson supported President Eisenhower's request to 
Congress to continue the Selective Service Act for four 
years and to develop a national reserve program ina 
state of preparedness. (See CQ) Weekly Report, pp. SIff.) 
Without these measures or their equivalent, he said, a 
sound military stature could not be attained, 

Wilson also told the Committee that ‘‘the Formosa 
situation is just a little ripple,’’ but later said that lan- 
guage was “‘inept.’’ He explained he was not discussing 
Formosa as an international crisis -- 48 such it is 
‘‘more than a ripple,’’ he said -- but had meant that 
“it would be just a ripple in our (long range) defense 
planning. .. . It doesn't change our military needs,”’ 

Both Wilson and Adm. Arthur W, Radford, Chairman 
of the Joint Chiefs of Staff, stated that the United States

DIXON-YATES CONTRACT -- The Atomic Energy Commission was called upon by the Joint 
Committee on Atomic Energy Jan. 28 to "take appropriate steps to cancel" the 
Dixon-Yates contract. The action was taken by a 10-8 vote, with Democratic Com- 
mittee members lining up solidly behind the resolution, the Republicans against. 
The resolution also rescinded a waiver adopted by the Republican-controlled Com- 
mittee last Nov. 13 to speed contract action. 


ATOMIC-POWERED NAVY -~- Secretary of Navy Charles S. Thomas told the House Armed 
Services Committee Jan. 28 the time is approaching "very fast" when various naval 
vessels will be run under atomic power. Thomas said he was satisfied with the 
planned strength of the Navy for fiscal year 1956. He said the Navy can "“ade- 
quately cope with any local Naval actions” in the Formosa straits, but is not 
ready for "a major conflict.” 


RIGHT TO WORK -- Ex-Rep. Fred A. Hartley (R N.J., 1942-51), co-author of the 
Taft-Hartley Law, and E.S. Dillard of Charlotte, N.C., Jan. 28 announced form- 
ation of a “National Right to Work Committee” which would "defend...an American 
citizen's right to hold a job without being forced to join a labor union."

State and local agencies would chip 
in $70 billion, or 80 percent more than the $39 
billion they would spend under existing programs 
The federal share would more than treble, rising 
from less than $9 billion to more than $31 billion. 
Uncle Sam would pay for 30 percent of the high- 
way program, instead of 19 percent. Most Con- 
gressmen have been awaiting the President's forth- 
coming message on highways before choosing sides, 
but Sen. Harry Flood Byrd (D Va.) pounced on the 
advisory committee’s report, He said the program 
would ‘‘violate financing principles, defy budgetary 
control and evade federal debt law.’’
